A---n's Spec ch. ‘ Very fenfible therefore of the Difad- 

' «¢ vantages I muft lie under, in attempt- 
‘© ing to {peak after him ; and I fhould content myfelf with 
. * barely feconding him, if the Subjeét Matter of this 
‘¢ Debate was not of fuch Importance, that I fhould be 
‘¢ afham’d to return to my Electors, without endeavour- 
‘* ing, in the beft Manner Iam able, to declare publickly 
** the Reafons which induced me to give my moft ready 
«¢ Affent to this Gar. 

‘¢ ’*Tis evident fram what has-been faid, that the People 
‘* have an unqueftionable Right to frequent new Parlia- 
‘* ments by ancient Ufage ; and that this Ufage has been 
“< confirmed by feveral Laws, which have been progref- 
“« fively made by our Anceftors, as often as they found it 
“*-neceifary to infift on this Effeutial Privilege. 

‘¢ Parliaments were generally annual, but never conti- 
“ nued longer than three Years, till the remarkable 
“ Reign of Heary VIII. He, Sir, was a Prince of 
“< unruly Appetites, and of an arbitrary Will: He was 
‘< impatient of every Reftraint; the Laws of God and 
“ Man fell equally a Sacrifice as they ftood in the Way 
““ of his Avarice, or difappointed his Ambition: He 
<‘ therefore introduced Long Parliaments, becaufe he 
“very well knew that they would become the proper 
‘‘ Inffruments of both ; and what a_Slavifh Obed 
‘ence they paid to all his Meafures, is fufficiently 
“© known. ' 

‘“< If we come to the Reign of King Charles the Firft, 

we muft acknowledge him to be a Prince of a contrary 

‘Temper ; he had certainly an innate Love for pe 
and Virtue, and of Confequence for the Liberty © - 
‘ Country. But here lay the Misfortune.——— ; 
was led from his natural Difpofition by Sycophants a® 

Flatterers ; they advifed him to negie¢t the calling 

irequent new Parliaments, and therefore by not Ne 

‘ the conftant Senfe of his People in what he did, B¢ 
was work’d up into fo high a Notion of Prerogati™ 

that the Commons (ia order to reftrain it) obtained ¢ 
« independent 
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‘« independent fatal Power, which at laft unhappily 
*< brought him to his moft tragical End, and at the fame 
*« Time fubverted the whole Conftitution. And I hope 
*«< we thall learn this Leffon from it, never to compliment 
** the Crown with any new or extravagant Powers, nor to 
* deny the People thofe Rights which by ancient Ufage 
“‘ they are entitled to ; but to preferve that juft and 
“¢ equal Ballance, from which they will both derive mu- 
“ tual Security, and which, if duly obferv’d, will render 
‘‘ our Conititution the Envy and Admiration of all the 
“«¢ World. 

“« King Charles the Second naturally took a Surfeit of 
‘‘ Parliaments in his Father's Time, and was therefore 
“extremely defirous to lay them afide. But this was 2 
‘“* Scheme impracticable. However in Effect he did fo : 
‘‘ For he obtained a Parliament, which by its lonz Dura- 
“tion, like an Army of Veterans, became fo exactly 
“¢ difciplined to his own Meafures, that they knew no 
*“* other Command but from that Perfon who gave them 
“¢ their Pay. 

““ This was a fafe and moft ingenious Way of enflaving 
* a Nation. It was very well known that arbitrary 
‘“< Power, if it was open and avowed, would never pre- 
“ vail here. The People were therefore amus'd 
‘* with theYpecious Form of their ancient Conftitution : 
““ It exifted, indeed, in their Fancy; but, like a mere 
‘* Phantom, had no Subftance nor Reality in it; for the 
‘‘ Power, the Authority, the Dignity of Parliaments were 
“ wholly loft. This was that remarkable Parlia- 
** ment which fo juftly obtained the opprobrious Name ot 
“the Penfion Parliament, and was the Model from 
“ which, I believe, fome Later Parliaments have been ex- 
“* actly copied. 

‘“ At the Time of the Revolution the People made a 
“* frefh Claim of their ancient Privileges, and as they had 
‘* fo lately experienced the Misfortune of long and fer- 
“vile Parliaments, it was then Declared, ‘That they 
‘* fhould be held frequently. But it feems their 
“< full Meaning was not underftood by this Declaration ; 
‘< and therefore, as in every new Settlement the Intention 
‘ of all Parties fhould be {pecifically maniiefted, the Par- 
‘ jiament never ceafed ftruggling with the Crown till 
““ the Triennial Law was obtained : The Preamble of it, 
“ which the honourable Gentleman has recited, is ex- 
Pppz “ tremely 
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tremely full and ftrong, and in the Body of the Bill 
you will find the Word Declared before Enaéied, 
by which I apprehend, that though this Law did ‘not 
immediately take Place at the Time of the Revolution, 
it was certainly intended as declaratory of their firft 
Meaning, and therefore ftands as Part of that original 
Contract under which the Conftitution was then fet- 
tled. His Majefty’s Title to the Crown is pri- 
marily derived from that Contract ; and if, upon a Re- 
view, there fhall appear to be any Deviations from it, 
we ought to treat them as fo many Injuries done to 
that Title, And, I dare fay, that this Houfe, which 





* has gone through fo long a Series of Services to his Ma- 
‘ jefty, will at laft be willing to revert to thofe original 
* ftated Meafures of Government, to renew and ftrengthen 


that Title. 

‘** But, Sir, I think the Manner with which the Sep- 
tennial Law was firft introduced, is a very ftrong Rea- 
fon why it fhould be repealed. People in their 





‘* Fears have very often Recourfe to defperate Expedients, 


which if not cancelled in feafon, will themfelves prove 


‘ fatal to that Conftitution which they were meant fo 


fecure Such is the Nature of the Septennial 


‘ Lew ; it was intended only as a Prefervative againft a 


Temporary Inconveniency : The Inconyeniency is re- 
moved, but the mifchievous Effedts ftill continue ; for 
it not only altered the Conffitution of Par.iaments, 
but it extended that fame Parliament beyond its Natue 
ral Duration; and therefore carries this moft unjuft 
Implication with it, That you may at any Time ufurp 
the moft indubitable, the moft effential Privilege of 
the People, I mean that of chufing their own 
Reprefentative. A Precedent of fuch a dangerous 
Confequence, of fo fatal a Tendency, that I think it 
would be aReproach to our Statute-Book if that Law 
was any longer to fubfift, which might record it to Po- 
fterity. 
“* This is a Seafon of Virtue and publick Spirit. Let us 
take Advantage of it, to repeal thofe Laws which iniringe 
on our Liberties, and introduce fuch as may reftore the 
Vigour of our ancient Conftitution. 
** Humane Nature is fo very corrupt, that all Obliga- 
tions lofe their Force, unlefs they are frequently re- 
newed. Long Parliaments become therefore 10 
“ dependent 
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« dependent of the People, and when they do fo, there 
“‘ always happens a moft dangerous Dependance elfe- 
“* where. 

“It has of late been deny’d, that the People have a 


“ Right of remonftrating to us. It has been 
«* called an unjuftifiable Controul upon the Freedom of 
“© our Proceedings. But then, let them have more 
“< frequent Opportunities of varying the Choice of their 
‘“< Reprefentatives, that they may difinifs fuch who have 
*“ UNFAITHFULLY withdrawn their Attention from 
“© them. 

‘« The influencing Powers of the Crown are daily in- 
“ creafing, and it is highly requifite that Parliaments 
“ fhould be frequently refponfible to their Conftituents ; 
“© That they fhould be kept under the conftant Awe of 
“* acting contrary to their Interefts. Modern Hi- 
** ftory, I believe, will inform us, that fome very dan- 
‘* gerous Attempts upon our Liberties have been difap- 
“ pointed.__——-Not fo much from the Virtue of many in 
“‘ this Houfe, as from the Apprehenfions they may have 
‘© had of an approaching Election. 

“Tt is true, there is a Provifion againft fuch whofe 
“< Places yacate their Seats here, but this is no Guard a- 
*< gainft Secret Penfioners, and Place-holders. Give me 
‘* leave to fay, that the Laws, with refpect to them are 
‘“‘ very infufficient, and as we were not allowed to make 
‘“< them effectual, the Feople have no other Remedy but 
‘*¢ anew Election. , 

‘¢ I think that long Parliaments are a great Hardfhip 
“© upon thofe- who may be excluded out of this Houfe, 
“and ought reafonably to take their Turn. 
“ But feven Years is the Purchafe of a Man’s Life. It is 
** equally hard upon fuch whofe private Fortunes won't 
*‘ admit them to engage in fo Jong and painful a Service. 
“< tt muit be foto thofe who mean no View nor 
* Advantage by it. 

‘©T think too, that nothing can be of greater ufe to 
« his Majefty than frequent new Parliaments That 
‘“¢ he may often take the frefh Senfe of the Nation, and 
‘not be partially advifed. For his Meafures will al- 
“© ways have a greater Weight both at Home and Abroad, 
‘“ the more centrally he refers himfelf to the Opinion 
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** A farther Mifchief of long Parliaments, is, that 4 
“ Minifter, has Time and Opportunities of getting Ae. 
“* guaintance with Members, of practifing his feyeral 
‘“¢ Arts to win .them into his Schemes. —But this 
“¢ muft be the Work of Time. Corruption is of fo 
“ bafe a Nature, that at firft Sight it is extremely fhockine, 

Hardly any one has fubmitted to it all at once. 
é His Difpofition muft be previoufly underiteod, 
‘< the particular Bait muft be found out with which. he is 
“<< to be allured, and after all it is not without many 
«* Struggles that he furrenders his Virtue. Indeed, 
“* there are fome who will at once plunge themfelves over 
*¢ Head and Ears into any bafe Action, but the genera 
«< lity of Mankind are of a more cautious Nature, and 
<< will proceed only by leifurely Degrees. One or 
*< two perhaps have deferted their Colours the firft Cam. 
<< paign, fome have done it a fecond. But, a great 
“* many, who have not that eager Difpofition to Vice, will 
‘¢ wait till a third. 

‘“< For this Reafon, fhort Parliaments have been lefs 

corrupt than long ones ; they are obferved, like Streams 

of Water, always to grow more impure the greater 

Diftance they run from the Fountain Head. vail 

“< ] am aware it may be faid, that frequent new Parlia- 
¢¢ ments will produce frequent new Expences, but I thisk 
<¢ quite the contrary ; I am really of Opinion, that it will 
«« be a proper Remedy againft the Evil of Bribery at Elec- 
<< tions, efpecially as you have provided fo wholefome a 
«© JLaw to co-operate upon thefe Occafions. 

«« Bribery at EleGtions, whence did it arife? Not from 
<< Country Gentlemen, for they are fure of being chole 
“¢ without it; it was, Sir, the Invention of wicked. and 
‘¢ corrupt Minifters, who have from Time to Time led 
‘< weak Princes into fuch deftructive Meafures, that they 
«« did not dare to rely upon the natural Reprefentation ol 
‘< the People. Long Parliaments, Sir, firft satro- 
‘¢ duced Bribery, becaufe they were worth purchafing at 
«< any Rate. Country Gentlemen who have only 
** their private Fortunes to rely upon, and have no met 
‘“¢ cenary Ends to ferve, are unable to oppofe it, efped- 
“¢ ally it at any Time the publick Treafure fhall be ul- 
‘< faithfully fquandered away to corrupt their Boroughs. 
“« Country Gentlemen, indeed, may make fome 
‘* weak Efforts, but as they generally prove unfuccefsiv!, 
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“and the Time of a freth Struggle is at fo great a 


Diftance, they at laft grow faint in the Difpute, give 
up their Country for loft, ‘and retire in Defpair——__. 
Defpair naturally produces Indolence, and That is the 
Proper Difpofition for Slavery. Minifters of State un- 
deritand this very well, and are therefore unwilling to 
awaken the Nation out of its Lethargy by frequent E- 
lections. They know that the Spirit of Liberty, 
like every other Virtue of the Mind, is to be kept a- 
live only by conftant A@tion, that it is impoffible to 
enflave this Nation, whilft it is perpetually upon its 
Guard, Let Country Gentlemen then, by haying 
frequent Opportunities of exerting themfelves, be kept 
warm and active in their Contention for the Publick 
Good : This will raife that Zeal and Indignation which 
will at laft get the better of thofe undue Influences, by 
Which the Officers of the Crown, though unknown [6 
the feveral Boroughs, have been able to fupplant 
Country Gentlemen of great Chara¢ters and Fortune, 
who live in their Neighbourhood. ~I don’t fay 
this upon idle Speculation only. T live in a Coun- 
try where it is too well known, and I'll appeal to ma- 
ny Gentlemen in the Houfe, to more out of it (and 
who are fo for this very Reafon) for the Truth of my 
Affertion. Sir, It is a Sore which has been long eat- 
ing into the moft vital Part of our Conftitution, and E 
hope the Time will come when you will probe it to the 
Bottom For if a Minifter thould ever gain a cor- 
rupt Familiarity with our Boroughs, if he thould keep

How then fhould our humane Conftitution of 
Government fupport: itfelf againtt fo wniverfal a Cha 

as We here fuppofe, in the Temper and Character ofa 
People? It cannot be. We may give our felyesia Typgy 
in our Folly, if We pleafe. But This can never ha 
till the whole Nation falls into a State of political. Repro. 
bation. Then, and not tillthen, politica! Damnation will 
be our Lot. 

If the People of this Ifland fhould fuffer their Liberties 
to be at any Time ravith’d, or ftolen from Them, They 
would incur greater Blame, and deferve by Confequente 
lefs Pity, than any enflaved and opprefied People ‘ever did. 
By how much frue Liberty (That is, Liberty ftated and 
afcertain'’d by Law, in equal Oppofition to popular Litence 
and arbitrary Will) hath been more boldly ailerted, more 
wifely or more fuccefsfully improved, and more> fir 
eftablithed in This, than in other Countries ; by fom 
the more heavy would our juft Condemnation prove ‘in 
the Cafe, that is here fuppofed. The Virtue of our An- 
ceftors, to whom all thefe Advantages are owing, would 
aggravate the Guilt and the Infamy of their degenerate 
Pofterity. There have been Ages of Gold, and of Sievert, 
of Bra/s and of Jroa, in our little World, as in the great 
World, though not in the fame Order. In which of thefe 
Ages We are at prefent, let others determine. This, at 
leaft, is certain, that in all thefe Ages Britain hath been 
the Temple, as it were, of Liberty. Whilft her facred 
Fires have been extinguifhed in fo many Countries, Here 
they have been religioufly kept alive. Here fhe hath had her 
Saints, her Confeffors, anda whole Army of Martyrs, and 
the Gates of Hell have not hitherto prevail’d againft Her; 
fo that if a fatal Reverfe is to happen ; if Servilitude and 
Servitude are to over-run the whole World, like Injuftite; 
aad Liberty is to retire from it, like Afrea; our Portion 
of the abandon’d Globe will have, at leaft, the mournful 
Honour, whenever it happens, of fhewing her laft; ber 
parting Steps. 

The antient Britons are to us the Aborigencs of our 
ifland. We difcover little of Them through the-Gloom 
of Antiquity, and We fee nothing beyond Them. Ths 
however We know ; They were Freemen. Cafar, who 
vifited Them in an hoftile Manner, but did not conquer 
‘Them, perhaps was * beaten by Them ; Ca/ar, he: - 
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* Territa quafitis ofendit Terga Britannis. 
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beftows very liberally the Title of Xiags wpon their Chief- 
tains, and the Sattpilers of fabulous Traditions deduce a 
Series of their Monarchs from Samoethes, a Cotemporary 
of Nimrod. But Ca/ar affeted to fwell the Account of 
his Expedition with pompous Names ; and thefe Writers, 
like Thofe whom (a) Strabo mentions, endeavour'd to re- 
commend Themfelves by publifhing Romances to an ig- 
norant Generation, inftead of Hiftories. Thefe fuppofed 
Monarchs were the (/) Heads of little Clans ; Regu/i, vel 
melioris Nota Nobiles ; and it our Iffand knew any Au- 
thority of the kingly Sort in thofe Days, it -was That of 
eccaftonal and temporary Monarchs, elected in great Exi- 
gencies, {c) communi © Conjilio, Sebragiis Multitadinis, 
like Caffio-Jannus in Britain, or Vercingentorix in Gaul ; 
ior, in fome Cafes, Examples taken from either of thefe 
People will conclude for both. The Xizgs, who ruled in 
Britain, after the Romans abandon’d the Ifland, in the 
Beginning of the sth Century,‘beld their Authority from 
the Peopfe, and govern’d under the Controul of national 
Affemblies, as We have great Reafon to belieye, and none 
to doubt. En fhort, asfar as We can look back, a lawlefs 
Power, a Government by Will, never prevail’d in Britain. 
The Saxons had Kings, as well as the Britons. ‘The 
Manner, in which They eftablifhed Themfelyes, and the 
long Wars They waged ‘for and againft the Britons, led 
to and maintain’d monarchtcal Rule amongft Them.

2s Tacitus defcribes the German Kings and Princes to have 
been ; (d) Chiefs, who perfuaded, ‘rather than comman- 
ced; and who were heard in the publick Affemblies of | 
the Nation, according as their Age, their Nodi/ity, their 
military Fame, or their Eloquence gave Them Authority. 
——How many doubty Monarchs, in later and more polite 
Ages, would have flept in Cottages, and have work’d in 
Stalls, inftead of inhabiting Palaces, and being cufhion'd 
up in Thrones, if this Rule of Government had conti- 
nued in Force ?—But the Saxon Kings grew into Power 
in Lime ; and among Them, as among other Nations, 
Birth, inftead of Merit, became, for the Sake of Order 
and Tranquillity, a Title tothe Throne. However, tho 
thefe Prineés might command, and were no longer under

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the Necefity of governing by Perfuafion, Th 

fill under That er pi Pa the SatislaGtion of the 
People. By what other Expedient could They govetn 
Men, who were wife enough to preferve, and exercife 
the Right of electing their civil Magiffrates, and miki. 
tary Officers, and the Syftem of whofe Government >was 
upheld and carried on by a Gradation of pepuler Affem. 
biies, from the inferiour Courts to the high Court of Par. 
liament ; for fuch, or very near fuch, was the Wittena Ge. 
mote in Nature and Effect, whenever the Word Parliamen 
came into Ufe? 

The firft Prince of the Norman Race was an abfolute 
Conqueror, inthe Opinion of fome Men ; and I can rea 
dily bas: that He affumed, in fome Cafes, the Power 
of a Tyrant. But fuppofing all This to be true in the 
utmoft Extent, that rhe Friends of abfolute Monarchy can 
defire it fhould be thought fo ; This and This alone will 
refult from it ; wslimited, or abfolute Monarchy could ne- 
ver be eftablifhed in Britain ; no, not even by Conguef. 
The Rights of the People were foon reaflerted’; the 
Laws of the Confefor were reftored ; and the third Prince 
of this Race, Heary the fir#, covenanted in a folemn 
Speech to his People for their A ffiftance againft his Bro- 
ther Robert and the Normans, by promifing that ferred 
Charter, which was in other Reigns fo often and fo fo- 
lemnly confirmed ; by engaging to maintain his Subje@tsin 
* their antient Liberties, to follow their Advice, and to role 
Them in Peace with Prudence and Mildne/s. 

I fuppofed juft now that our Liberty might be ravihh- 
ed, or ftolen from us; but I think that Expreffion 
muft be retracted ; fince it will appear, upon due Confide- 
ration, that our Liberty cannot be taken away by 
Force, or Fraud alone of Thofe, who govern; it ¢ai- 
mot be taken away, unlefs the People are Themftlves 
*Accomplices ; and They, who are Accomplices, canmot 
be faid to fuffer by one, or the other. Some Natwns 
have received the Yoke of Servitude with little or 10 
Struggle ; but if ever it is impofed upon us, We m0 
not only hold out our Necks to receive it; We mutt 
help to put it on. Now, to be paffive in fuch @ Cafe 
is thameful ; but to ‘be active is fupreme and unex

Time of Peace, cannot be continaed, unlefs We conti- 
nue it; mor cag the Means, pecetiery, t fteal Liberty from 
us, be long enough employ’d with Effect, unlefs We give 
a Sanction to their Inguity, and call Good Evil, and 
Evil Good. 7 | 

It may be faid that even the Friends of Liberty have 
fometimes different Notions about it, and about the 
Means of maintaining, or promoting it; and therefore 
that eyen\ the Britis Nation may poflibly, fome Time 
or other, approve and concur in Meafures deftruGive of 
their Liverty, without any Intention to give it up, and 
much more without changing from the Character, which 
They have hitherto borne among the Societies of Man- 
kind, to that infamous Character I have jut now fup- 
pofed. If This were true, it would only furnith more 
Reafons to be always on our Guard, to be jealous of 
eyery extraordinary Demand, and to reject conftantly 
every Propofition, though never fo fpecious, that had a 
Tendency to weaken the Barriers of spat! | or to raife 
a Strength fuperior to theirs. But I confefs I do not 
think We can be led blindfold fo far as the Brink of the 
Precipice, I know that all Words, which are Signs of 
complex Ideas, furnifh Matter of Miftake and Cavil We 
difpute about Juftice, for Inftance, and fancy that We 
have difierent Opinions about the fame Thing ; whilft, by 
fome little Difference in the Compofition of our Ideas, it 
happens that We have only different Opinions about diffe- 
rent Things, and fhould be of the fame Opinion about the 
fame Thing. But This, I prefume, cannot happen jn the 
Cafe before us. All Difputes about Liberty in this Coun- 
try, and at this Time, muft be Difputes for and againft 
the felf-fame, fix’d and invariable Set of Ideas, whatever 
the Difputants on one Side of the Queftion may pretend, 
in order to conceal what it is not yet very fafe to avow. 
No Difputes can poffibly arife from different Concep- 


tigns of any Thing fo clearly ftated, and fo precifel

O66 
determined, as the fundamental Principles are, on which 
our! whole Liberty refts. 

Hf Liberty be that delicious. and wholefome Fruit, op, 
which the Britis Nation hath fed for fo many Ages, and 
to which We owe our Riches, our Strength, and. all the 
Advantages We boaft of ; the Britifh Confitution is. the 
"Free, that bears this Fruit, and will continue to. bear 
it,as long as We are careful to fence it in, and trench 
it round, againft the Beafts of the Field, and the Iafedts, 
of the Earth. Too fpeak without a Figure, our Confitw. 
tion is a Syftem of Government fuited to the Genius of our’ 
Nation, and even to our Situation. The Experience of: 
many hundred Years hath fhewn that by preferving shis 


Con/litation inviolate, or by drawing it back to the Princi-. 


ples, on which it was originally founded, whenever it 
thall be made to fwerve from them, We may fecure to 









ourfelves, and to our lateft Pofterity, the Poffedfion of’ 


that Liberty, which We have long enjoyed. What would 
We more? What other Liberty than this do We feek ? 
And if We feek no other, is not This mark’d out in fuch 
Characters as He, that runs, may read? As our Con/itu- 
zion therefore ought to be, what it feldom is, the Ru/e of 
Government ; fo let us make the Conformity, or Repug- 
nancy of Things to ¢his Confitution the Rule, by which 
We accept them as favourable, or reject them as dangerous 
to Lrberty. 

But here again it may be faid that as Liberty is a 
Word, of uncertain Signification, fo is Confitution; that 
Men have taught the moft oppofite Doctrines, and pre- 
tended at leaft to build them on the Principles of the 
Confiitution; that the Rule therefore of determining our 
Notions of Liberty, by the Principles of our ComPitution, 
is no Rule, and We are by Confequence juft where We

were before. But the Anfwer is ready. It is true that . 


there were formerly Men, who perfifted long in the © 


Attempt to talk and write that Chimara, called Prerage- 
tive, into Vogue ; to contend that it was fomething real; 
2 Right inherent in the Crown; founded in the Confi- 
tution of our Government; and equally neceflary to {up- 
port the juft Authority of the Prince, and to protect the 
Subje. Wow We had like to have loft our Lideriy by 
the Prevalence of /uch Doffrines, by the Confequences 
drawn from them, and the Practices built upon = 

at 
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hath beem touch’d ia)the: Deduétion of the State of 
Parties. But happily this Kind of Progreffion: from a 
free to a flavifh Conftitution of Government was ftopped 
at the Revo/ution, and the Notions themfelves are fo éx- 
ploded in the Courfe of fix and forty Years, that they 
are entertained at this Hour by no Set of Men, whofe 
Numbers, or Importance, give Them any Pretence to be 
reckoned among our national Parties. It is as true, 
that there are now Men, who purfue the very fame De- 
fign by different Methods. The former attack’d, Thefe 
undermine our Liberty. The former were the Beafs of 
the Field, hinted at above ; 7he/e are the Jnfedis of the 
Farth; and, like other Infects, though {prung from 
Dirt, and the vileft of the animal Kind, They can nibble 
and gnaw, and poifon; and, if They are fuftered to 
multiply and work on, They can lay the moft fruitful 
Country watte. Ccrruption and Dependency are their fa- 
vourite Topicks. They plead for the frf# as a laudable 
Expedient of Government ; and for the /af, I mean caor- 
rupt, private Dependency, as an effential Part of our Con- 
fitution. When They have perplex’d, as much as They 
are able, our Ideas of Dependency and Independency, They 
reafon, if I may give their Sophifms {fo ey a Name, as 
if the dud-pendency of each Part of the egiflature, of the 
King particularly, arofe trom the Dependency of the other 
Parts on that Part. Now, This is both falfe and abfurd. 
——It is falfe, becaufe the hey mayan independency of 
each Part of the Legiflature arifes trom hence, that diftin® 
Rights, Powers and Privileges are aflign’d to it by the 
Corfitution. But then this /ndepeadency of owe Part can 
be fo little faid to arife from the Dependency of another, 
that it confifts properly and truely in the free, unbyafs'd, 
uninfluene’d, and independent Exercife of thefe Rights, 

Powers and Privileges, by each Part, in as ample an Ex- 

tent as the Confitution allows ; or, in other Words, as 

far as that Point, where the Confitution ftops this free 

tixercife, and fubmits the Proceedings of ome Part, not 

to the private Influence, but to the publick Controul of 
the «ther Parts. Before this Point. the Independency of 
cach Part is meant by the Confitation to be abjolute, 

From this Point the confiitutienal Dependency of cach Pare: 

ox the others commences. To talk of satural Independenty 

belonging to the kingly Offi é, to an Houfe of Peers, or an 
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is impertment ——Tt is abfurd, becaufe it abfolutely de. 
ftroys the very Thing it is advane’d to eftablith ; jor if 
A's Independency arifes from the Dependency of B, and 
B’s Independency from the Dependency of A, then are A 
and B. both dependent, and there is no fuch thing as coa- 
fiitutional Independency at all. The Crown is the Source 
of Honours, and hath the Difpofal of publick Em loyments, 
‘This no Man difputes; nor would any Man, t telieve, 
go about to alter. But will it follow that the * conj. 
iutional Independeacy of the King would be loft, becaufe the 
Houfe of Commons give the Supplies, if He had not the 
Power of giving Part of this Money, in P/aces and Pep. 
foons, back again to the Members of that Houfe’ I 
would be eafy for me to turn this whole profound Reafon- 
“ing into many, even ridiculous Lights ; but the Subject 
creates other Sentiments than Thofe of Mirth, though the 
Logick employ’d about it deferves a ludicrous, not a ferious 
‘Treatment. I ask Pardon for having faid fo much 
upon fo flight an Occafion.

As I am fully perfuaded, (fays Mr. Fog’s Correfpon- 
dent) that all the Faults Mrs. Osborne has committed, 
proceed chiefly from a late wrong turn in her Head; and 
that the is really in earneft to defend Liberty, tho’ by the 
Strefs of her Adverfary’s Argument fhe is compell’d to 
take She/ter in Power; I will therefore honefily lay be- 
fore her, a fhort Account of her Conduct, and of what 
has been fo unkindly objected to it: Ard as her Memory does 
not affift her, to rwmtinate upon any Subject, which the has 
not /afe/y been engag’d in, I will confine myfelf to that 
Part fhe has taken, in the Queftion concerning the Jade- 
pendency of Perliament. I will level myfelf to her 
own Underftanding, fo fu'ly evince the egregious Mi/- 
takes fhe has fallen into upon this Subject ; and the Canfes 


that have produced thefe Effe?s, that if fhe has any ps 
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Hon, which is a Qyelity that generally accompanies o/d 
Age, the will avoid forthe tuture that Strife, which 
from the Advancement ot her Years can only bring exceed- 
ing Sorrow, and end the Remains of.a Lite biefled with 
Plenty, under the infupportable Imputatioa, of aa infamous 
Datage.

Her Paffions are fo frong, and her Fudement fo weak, 
that the Violence oi ome quite fubdues the other ; and ther®- 
fore of Coafequence, whatever fhe may think of the Mats 
ier, her Non/enfe mutt needs encreafe in the fame Ratio 
that the Argument advances. To illuftrate this ; when the 
Queftion upon the Jndependency of Parliament, was ftated 
in the Craft/man, about two Months ago, every Body 
not only admitted, but dreaded the Coafequences that might 
enfue from a Corrupt Depen lency ; yet Mirs.

it was to combate with fo fout an Adverfary ; and how 
much herder yet, to engage him; as the Poet expretles 
it, with the odds of Fufice on his Side. 

I thall now fhew.what. ought to have-been her Car- 
riage in this Debate ; and how much the has misdehaved im 
it. . 
That Part of the Publick, who heye feen her Papers, 
muft have obferved in moft of themthis Maxim, «* That 
‘« the Laws of the Land, are the ftanding Meafure of the 
‘© King’s Government, and the People’s Ovedsence.”

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fig nifican? Strain of Writing, Thus bave we demonfrared, 
both the Craftiman’s lgnorance of Argument, and Malice. 
gainft the prejent Government; aad this would have been 
as honeft as it is conclufive Reafoning: It was her Bufineg 
therefore, to have obferyed this Courfe of difputing ; but 
inftead of that, without thinking of the Confequence, fhe 
eludes, and by this Means abfolutely confirms the Point in 
difpute, by endeavouring to turn the Queftion about Gifts 
and Penfions, into one concerning Places of Profit; from 
whence the moft aareafonable Su/picions feem to be enter. 
tained, that the Corruption the Crajt/man exclaims againtt, 
has really /ome Foundation ; and her Manner of encounter. 
ing him throughout the Debate, -is fo far from removing, 
that it efabiijoes thefe Sufpicions. To manifeft which, f 
will take a flight View of what the further touches upon 
in this Oppofition. She was to confute the Craft/man's 
reafoning upon the Judependency of } arliament ; 1s it not 
evident therefore, that fhe ought to have admitted his De- 
finition of Independency, and upon her own enan{werable 
‘Principles have proved, that it affected the Argument no 
more than it did the M ?

Phe lait Inftance of her Mishehaviour that I thall men- 
tion in which her /mprudence, is not lefs confpicuous than 
her Partiality, is the following: She muft forfooth thew 
her Learning in this Debate ; and without either Rhime or 
Reafon, quote a Paflage from Bifhop Burner's Hiftory, 
within twenty Lines of the moft untoward Remark, which 
is perhaps to be met with throughout the Book. Upon 
this Mr. D’ Anavers, who has long very wnjuf/y infifted, 
that fhe is really wadermining the Caufe, foe pretends to 
{apport, inftantly recurred to the Paffage ; and not only 
tound it unfair/y quoted, .but in purfuit of what fhe had

The Advantages and Difadvantages of ab/olute Monarchy. 


Pe mc a is the mot fimple Form of Rule ; therefore 
t the firmeit, ftrongeit, and moft fuitable to the End 
of Government. In Democracies, and even in Ariftocra- 
cies, where the Wills of many are required to concur, 
before any Refolution can be taken, and long before any 
Refolution can be carried into Act, nothing is done with 
that Weight and Speed which is neceflary to accomplith 
vai Defigns. The Afyrian, Perfian and Greek Empires 
were all founded by Monarchs, and Monarchs command- 
ing without Controul. The Greek Republicks contended 
one againft the other, to the weakening, and, in the End, 
to the Ruin of themall. A/exender, at the Head of a {mall 
Number of Macedonians, a Nation, till the Time of his 
Father, in finall Eiteem amongft the Greeks, marched) 2- 
gainft barbarous People, and eftablifhed, in a few Years, 4 
Dominion, almoft as large as his Ambition, and a Fame 
which will laft aslong as Time. A/ohammed, and his \- 
mediate Succeffors in the SzracerzicEmpire, raifed a migh- 
ty Fabrick in a fhort Space of Time. The Turkifh Power 
owes itsGreatnefs tothe unlimited A uthority of the Grand 
Signior ; and Timur Bec, or, as he is ufually called; 2a 
merlane, trom being the Prince of a fimall Clan of Tartar’, 
acquired fo prodigious a Territory, that the Fragment 
only of his Poffeffions now remaining in his Family, 8 
efteemed one of the largeft Monarchies in the World, 04. 
that of the Great Mogul. 
_ Monarchy is the beft Form of Government, becaufet 
ts beit fuited to preferve the Peace of Society at —— 
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> 
as well a¥ to fpread its Power Abroad. For under ig 
Contfpiracies are lefs eafily formed, and more ipeedily fup. 
prets'd, than under an Optimacy, or the Rule of the Peo- 
ple ; for the Prirce, ever jealous of his Prerogatives, looks 
Tound him with inquifitive Eyes, and as foon as he per- 
ceives one Man, or a Body of Men, afpiring toa larger 
Proportion of Power than he is willing to entruft them 
with, he inftantly applies a quick and ethicacious Remedy, 
as being both the fupreme Judge of the Difeafe, and the 
fole Direétor of the Cure ; whereas in Republicks, the 
Pretence of the Publick Good, and the inviolable Refpec& 
which muft be paid to the Laws, give Confpirators fo ma- 
ny Opportunities of beginning Ditturbances, and yet fhel- 
tering themfelves from Profecution, that crafty and am- 
bitious Men find frequently the Means of plotting with 
impunity, ’till they make themfelves too ftrong to be 
punithed, and of making the Laws, intended for the Good 
of the State, the Inftruments of its Deftruction. 

Monarchy excells all other kinds of Regimen, becaufe 
in Times of greateft Danger, Men naturally have Recourfe 
thereto ; and no great or happy Commonwealth we read 
of, owed its Settlement to the Counfels of Many, but to 
the Wifdom of one Man. The Kings of Sparta, tho’ 
they had little Power in Time of Peace and at Home, 
yet in War, and at the Head of Armies, their Aufho- 
rity was without Reftraint. 

The Athenians, how fond foever they were of Liberty, 
yet wifely took the fame Courfe, when Neceflity prefied 
them. Miltiades, Themifvocles, Cimon, faved them when 
on the Brink of Ruin; and Pericles, tho’ his Power was 
not very agreeable to their Conftitution, made them eafy 
and potent too, by his wife Ufe of it. To thew how olten 
Rome was faved by her having Recourfe to this Expedient, 
would be to run thro’ the whole Roman Hiftory ; and fuch 
as are acquainted with Books, need not be told how much 
the fame Thing contributed to the Carthagenian Great- 
nefS. As to the latter Part of this Argument, one need but 
name Mofes, Zamolxis, Lycurgus, Solon and Numa, and 
the Point is fully proved. 

But in fpite of all thefe f{pecious Pretences, thofe who 


have confidered humane Nature and humane Policy ver 
attentively, think that-many Things may be faid, whic 
will effectually deftroy all that has or can be offered in 
favour of pure, that 1s, abfolute Monarchy, and of their 
' Method 
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Method of Reafoning, ’tis but juft that fome- Specimen 
Should be given. 

Monarchy, fay they, i. e. Sovereign Power, is indif puta. 
bly the frmeft Kind of Government ; nay, it is to be 
gueftioned, whether there can be any Government with. 
out it: But then it is improperly ftiled Monarchy, and 
thofe who ufe that Term, do it only to confound us. 
The Majefty of the State, the Power above Controul, the 
Dernier Refort, may be placed in Many as wellas in One ; 
and there is lefs Probability that fevera/ fhould concur 
in Wickednefs, than that One, above Reitraint, thould 
commit it. If the Virtues of fome Princes have adorned 
or increafed Empires, how many more have difgraced 
their Dignity, and ruined their People? How few, from 

Jinus to Sardanapalus, have left Actions behind them, 
fufficient to preferyve their Names? What a Succeffor had 
Cyrus in Cambyfes ? What wife and honeft Guardians did 
the World enjoy in the Roman Emperors, from Augufus 
to Ve/pafian, exclufive? And with what Face can the Or- 
toman Tyrants be ftiled Fathers of their People! 

But ii the Bleffing of a good Prince be enhanced by 
his being abfolute, which is a Queftion not eafily difcuffed, 
what Difadvantages are Mankind under from the Uncer- 
tainty of having fuch an One, and the greater Uncertainty 
of keeping him? Sumane Nature is very wegiable ; the 
fame Monarch may be a very good and a vefy bad Prince, 
The Quinguennium Neronis, and the Reign of that Fidler 
afterwards, were alike incomparable ; the former was ne- 
ver to be praifed enough ; the latter could never be 
enough deteited. But if a Way could be found to keep 
good Princes from turning naught, Death would de- 
prive us of them at laft; and what then? Why, then 
the cruel Tiberius thal] mount the Throne of the gen- 
tle Auguffus; and the Vices of Commedus thall, ina iew 
Years, deftroy half the People who adored the Virtues of 
his Father Antoninus. Shall the Peace and Safety of Man- 
kind then be expofed to a Lottery, where there are tea 
Blanks to one Prize, and the Pofleffion of that Prize un- 
certain too? 

The Recourfe of Commonwealths to the Virtues of 
fingle Perfons, proves nothing, tho’, at firft, it feems to 
prove much. For, firft, they do it only in Cafes of Ne- 
ceflity, and nobody believes that dangerous Remedies are 


good ones. And, fecondly, they chufe good Men, — 
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they entruft them with fuch extraordinary Power, and 
have always the fupreme Authority in themfelves, to 
which even thele great Men are fubject. But the Friends 
of abfolute Monarchy are for having People take Kings 
as Folks do their Wives, for better or for worfe, with- 
out allowing them Freedom of Choice before, or a Pri- 
vilege of Divorce afterwards ; than which nothing can be 
more smreafonable.

RefieHions on the Writers for and again the Court. 


HERE isnothing more difficult, (fays Mr. Osborne) 
than to diveft Men of their Prejudices, and convince 
them of the Falfhood of certain Maxims which they have 
traditionally received as /e/f-evident Truths. Some ot thefe 
Maxims are, That Courts are always again the Interef of 
the People; and that Power is always abufed: From 
whence they draw a Conclufion, which is very natural 
from their Premifes, That Writers for @ Court, and in 
favour of Power, are meer abject Wretches, Court Slaves, 
Minifterial Drudges, Tools of Power, &c. and this Pre- 
judice grows the ftronger upon them, when they confider, 
that Courts and Men in Power are able to pay thofe whe 
defend them. 
This Prejudice, ftrong as it appears, and formidable as 
it looks, I will now venture to encounter ; and jhew, 
That at prefent the Jnfamy lies wholly on the other Side = 
That the Court-Writers are the honeff Writers ; and, ‘That 
the Anri-Coart, or Anti-Miniferial Writers, efpecially the 
Whigs, or pretended Patriots, are the worft Men in the 
Kingdom, Teo/s againft Power, Slaves to their Paffions, Pro- 
fitutestoa few {2ious Leaders,and Enemies to their Country. 
To know whether a Writer, for or againft a Court, is 
honeft or difhoneft, a Tool of Power, or a Tool again 
Power, we mutt confider the Adions of the Court ; for, 
by thofe alone the Characters of the Men who vindicate 
or oppofe them, muft appear. The Reafon why Englif- 
men are got into this Way of Railing at Courts is, the 
Remembrance of the Tranfa¢tions of Courts, during al- 
moft all the lait Century ; when the Family of the Stuarts 
feemed toa he in one continued Plot, or Confederacy, to 
ceftroy the Liberties of the People, to raife up an si 
ra 
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trary and tyrannical Government on the Ruins of all our 
Rights and Privileges, to demolifh the Laws, and eftablith 
Regal Slavery. This is yet frefh in our Memories ; (and 
may it never be blotted out!) But to keep up the Lap. 
guage of the hone Whigs of thofe Days, and apply their 
Maxims to our own Times, fhews the thickef Stapidity of 
Head, or the greateft Corruption. of Heart, humane Nature 
is capable of ; for thefeI lay down as Truths evident as 
the Sun, or however, Truths which I am able to de. 
fend againit the whole Tribe of Anti-minifterial Scrib. 
blers, 

That the pre/eat Government hath always acted within 
the Bounds and Limits of the Confitutioz. 

That the Laws haye been made the fanding Meafure of 
Action between King and People. And, 

That there have been no Laws enacted which have /effea- 
ed our Liberties, or weakened the Security of our Proper- 
me ; but mamy to eacreafe the One, and /rengthen the

Obfervations on King William’s Government, with the 
Character of the Lord Sommers. 


F we earneftly defire (fays Mr. Wingham) to main- 

tain our prefent moft happy Eftabliihment, we fhould 
learn from the Times which introduced it, by what 
Means it is moft furely to be maintained, or fooneit to be 
endangered. 

It is recent in every one’s Memory, what fatal Effects 
this Admiffion of Tories to King W/iiam’s Councils, had 
on the Publick Service. 

The Lord Chancellor Sommers was not only the greateft 
of King /Villicm’s {Minifters, but, perhaps, the greateft 
that ever was a Minifter: He had the moft comprehenfive 
Genius, the moft extenfive Knowledge, and the cleareft 
Difcernment ; a Man fo great a Matter of Science, that 
even his Knowledge of the Laws of his Country, (wheré- 
in he furpaffed the moft eminent Men of his Times) was 
but a Branch of that various Learning which he poffefie 
with fuch tranfcendent Superiority of Parts, as to leave it 
doubtful in what Capacity he moit excelled, who was in 


every thing fo equal: His happy Talents exp — of 
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moft abftrufe Knowledge, as much to the Delight of the 
imagination, as to the Satisfaction of the Judgment ; and 
his Eloquence, which was great without Pomp, was free 


from all Licentioufnefs or Levity : He had a Power of 


{peaking with that nervous Brevity, where the Expreffion 
was moft forcible and full, the Sentiment moft clear and 
convincing, where every Word had Weight, and not a 
Word was wanting. To fuch Abilities he joined the moft 
unaffected Modefty, which, amidit the Wonder and Ap- 
plaufe of Mankind, never feemed to know how great he 
was above what he had been, nor how great he really was 
above what others could be: Difficult as the wifeft Men 
have found it to enjoy Fortune without Iafolence, be was 
that rare Example of a Man that enjoy’d it even without 
Vanity. He had the gentleft, mildeft, unoffending Man. 
ners, that ever made Authority beloved, and the Dignity 
of his Character gave him greater Authority than could 
be derived from any Circumftance of Fortune : So that 
envied as he was, for his Rife from the Rank of a private 
Gentleman to the higheft Honours of his Country, he 
was more illuftrious from intrinfick Worth, than thofe 
vho boafted the Blood of the Plantageucts, or their De- 
icent from Kings. ; 

It may at once provoke Amazement and Indignation, 
that fuch a Minifter fhould be hunted down by the Cry of 
Faction, and the moft amiable Charaéter that ever graced 
the Service of a Country, loaded with infamous Abufe : 
That the Power of the Houfe of Commons fhould be pro- 
ftituted to worry the wifeft and moit faithful Counfellor 
that ever was employed by the Crown ; and Impeachments 
be devifed to blaft his Reputation, by a Party who, though 
triumphant in their Outrage, were awed by the Clearnefs 
of his Integrity ; and who, though they had Malice to ac- 
cufe, had neither Honefty nor Courage enough to mect 
him in the Day of his Trial.

His locking upon a few Ducats ia bis 
Pocket to be @ meer Burden to bim, is of a Piece with bis 
lately refufing a large Sum of Monty, and ordering it to be 
diftributed among bis Soldiers, and foews the fame Genero- 
fity for which his Friend, the late Kine of Sweden, was fo 
wery remarkable. 

In a word, this familiar Epifle bas its Beauties ; and 
though it was wrote in hafte to a Friend, we are afraid there 
are but very few Kings in all Europe who could write [uh 
nother Letter, even tho’ they foould exert their utmofe Abi-

+ S FE am fenfible of your Uneafinefs upon my leaving 
ald Dentzick, 1 owe the following Account of it to your 
Tom “eal for my Intereft. In this Account you will vifibly per- 
ace ceive the All-powerful Hand of God, who can fupport us 
abe when every humane A ffiftance fails. 
of I know I have been thought imprudent for ftaying 
Je in the City 'till it was reduced to the laft Extremity ; 
ver but furely a Man of Honour ought to defpife Danger, and 
1p not to think of the Safety of his own Perfon in qa Cafe 
fie where his Confcience, Honour, and the Intereft of his 
cur Country, are all concerned. 

Befides that I expected Succours daily ; and that a hafty 

de Retreat would have made me defpair of rectiving any, I 
td, - thould, by my leaving Dantgick, have opened its Gates to 
are the Enemy ; the Citizens holding out from no other Mo- 
bis tive than to defend me. ‘Fhus, not to boaft of Conftancy 
bis or Refolution, I thought myfelf obliged to fiay to give 
be the expeéted Succours time to arrive; or to bury mytelf 
r0- under the Ruins of the Place, with thofe brave Citizens, 
fo and my dear Polifs Friends, who, with their Wives and 

Children, fhared my Fate. I perfifted in this Refolution 
nd till the infamous Surrender of /Véchfe/munde, which forced 
ere the Dantzickers, with my Confent, to capitulate. And 
wth now finding they were going to change their Sovereign, E 
bi- thought that Gratitude obliged me not to expofe them ta 

the Grief of abandoning me; but to difpenfe with theit 
re, tidelity by leaving their City, which could hold out no 
we longer. I was follicited to this by all the Polifh Lords, 
ype who made their Safety confift in my Prefervation ; fo that 
ay after the Enemy had demanded the delivering up of my 


Perfon, as the firft Article of the Capitulation, I refolyed 
rat to retire, 


of ‘Twas on this occafion, that I experienced the Zeal of 
w- 6 OCd* thofe who are attached to my Intereft, by the different 
‘a Projeéts which were formed to facilitate my Efcape. A 
yh- Lady, confiding in a Peafant of that Country whom fhe 
wt knew, offered to difguife herfelf in a Peafant’s Drefs, and 
ul - Make me pafs for her Husband. 
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Another Expedient was propofed to me, v/z. to put-my 
felf at the Head of an hundred refolute Men, and to force 
my Way through the Enemy ; but I judged this impra@ica- 
ble, becaufe of the Floods which extended three Leagues 
one way, and the Lines of Countervallation on the other, 
which it would be impoffible to pafs on Horfeback. The 
Method I judged the moft likely to fucceed, was that 
which the Freach Ambaflador propofed ; and accordingly I 
went to his Houfe, to put it in execution, on Sunday Even- 
tng, the 27th of Fune; upon pretence of paffing a quiet 
Night there, by removing out of Danger of the Bombs, 
which began to fall in my own Quarters, 

At Ten in the Evening, having difguifed myfelf in a 
Peafant’s Drefs, with only one coarfe Shirt upon my 
Back, and accompanied by General Steenfiieth, I left the 
simbaffador’s Houfe, and met an Officer who waited for 
mie on the Rampart, and we croffed the Dike in two little 
Boats. The Officer leaying us behind, rode forward to 
fecure a Poft held by a fubaltern Officer, and a few Sol- 
diers. A Difpute immediately arofe, and I faw the Sub- 
aitern prefent his Piece to the other Officer ; refufing to let 
either himfelf or his Company pafs that Way. His over- 
great Vigilance obliged the Officer to inform him that it 
was I; but thefubaitern Officer fufpecting his Veracity, 
came to the Boat, looked me full in the Face ; and know- 
ing me, though ‘twas almoft dark, made me a very low 
Bow, and wifhed mea good Journey. I was now afraid 
that my Retreat would no longer be a Secret, and confe- 
quently, that my Safety was very precarious. Having 
taken leave of the Officer, we rowed through the Floods, 
in hopes of reaching the (2) Vifu/a, of crofiing it that 
Night, and of arriving, by Day-break, beyond fuch ol 
the Enemy’s Pofts as lay neareft the City ; but how great- 
ly was I furprized to find the Peafants, after rowing about 
a quarter of a League, carry us to a poor Hut, in the 
midft of the Waters, and declare, that we muft pafs all 
that Night and the next Day there! The Night being too 
far advanced for us to get to the Vifiula before Day-break, 
we were forced to obey, and accordingly landed, but with 
heavy Hearts, becaufe of the flow Progreis we made, and 
the manifeft Danger we run. es 

We went into the Room, and as my prefent Condition 
made me have little Inclination to Slecp, there not “— 


(2) A River. 
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fo much as a Corner to repofe myfelf ; I took this oppor. 
tunity to get acquainted with my illuftrious Companions, 
who were four in number. The firft was our chief Con- 
ductor, who appeared, the Moment I faw him {and I was 
not miftaken in my Conjecture) a very filly Fellow. He 
affumed an Air of Authority, and would not permit any 
one to. Debate or Argue with him. [ fhould willingly 
have fubmitted to this Subordination, had I not obferved 
that our Commander, though wholly unacquainted with 
fuch Pofts of the Enemy as it would be neceffary for us 
to fhun ; and fired by no other Motive than the large Re 
ward promifed him by the Ambaffador, was determined to 
Conduct us at random. The fecond, whofe Name and 
Proteflion I enquired, anfwered ingenuoufly, that he had 
been a Merchant, but had failed in the World. He fpoke 
the Polifs Tongue, and appeared a very worthy Man. 
The other two were (/) Schnaphans, and feemed, by their 
Countenance and Behaviour, to be thorough-paced Villains. 
I fat the reft of the Night on a Bench, leaning on the 
Bankrupt Merchant, with whom I became moft familiar, 
by means of the Po/i/h Tongue, which gave me an Oppor- 
tunity of eafily converfing with him. 

On Monday Morning, the 28th, I left the Room to 
take a View of the City, which was ftill Bombarding. 
When I reflected on its unhappy Deftiny, efpecially on all 
the taithful Friends I had left in it, whowould foon be 
obliged, againit their Will, to declare themfelves my Ene- 
mies ; I futiered the moft exquifite ‘Torments. Afterwards 
reflecting on my own Condition, and not knowing whither 
to go or what to do; as much as ! am hardned by Misfor- 
tunes, I fhould have funk had it not been for the Affift- 
ance of the Almighty. Whilft I was revolving thefe 
Things, I heard the Enemy fire from all their Batteries 
and their Fleet, accompanied with a great Difcharge of 
their {mall Arms. I concluded, that this was by 2 
of Rejoycing for the taking of JV ech/elmunde, which 
made me very uneafy ; and indeed my Trouble was 
fo great, that General Steenfleith was obliged to pull 
me by the Sleeve, and wake me as out of a deep siecp, 
to make me eat a poor Soup of his own cooking. Soon 
after, a Schnaphan came to us in his little Boat, faying, 
that his Captain had fent him, with a little Note, and two 
finall Pieces of dried Tongue, tor General Steenffieth.

The, Letter, wifhed him. a: good Journey; but we coy 
not difcover the Writer of h. ner by what means ae 
Schsaphan found us out, I drew a melancholy Confe. 
quence from this, asit fhewed, that our Departure fromm 
Dentzick was oo longer a Secret; to which I added, the 
little hafte we made ; two important Articles, upon which 
the Succef> of our Paflage feemed to depend. But the 
Almighty was pleafed to order it in this manner, to pre: 
vent our putting a Confidence in humane Meafares ; and 
to make us rely wholly on his facred Providence by 
which he guided us, I was very impatient all the reft of 
the Day till Night came, when we embark’d, rowing per- 
petually through Reeds and impracticable Places ; and be: 
ing obligedevery Moment, where it was fhallow, to dra 
ourtBoat over Marthes, and carry it into the Ditches 
where the Water was of fome little Depth. About Mid: 
night we arrived at the Dike of the VWifv/2, where our 
Guides obliged us to land ; and after holding a Council to: 
gether, without communicating the Particulars of it to 
us, ordered General Steenfiicth to walk along the Dike 
with our chief Conductor, and the Bankrupt who fpake 
Polifo; while the two Schnaphans ftept again into the 
Boat with me ; telling me, that we fhould meet with our 
three Comrades, at a League’s diftance from thence. 

I was far from being pleas’d with this Separation, being 
afraid I fhould hardly meet again with General Steenfierb. 

Ifuppofed, that we were now arrived at the Vifgia, 
and that this was the Place to crofs it, but I was miftuken; 
this was the further fide of the Nerizg *. : 

After Rowing very painfully, during two Hours, from 
the Dike, I enquired after our Comrades, and was. told 
that they were before, but that’ we fhould foon be up 
with them, Asthe Day began to break, and all the Heu- 
fes hereabouts were frequented either: by Mu/covites ot 
Coffacks, we could not poffibly reach the Place where we 
wereto crofs the Vfulz, while it was dark, but were obliged 
to ftop again at a Houfe inhabited by a Peafant whom my 
Guides: knew. As we were going in, the Peafant was 
asked, whether any Mu/covires lodged with him? He aa- 
fwered, No: but that féveral came there in the Day-time: 
Notwithftending this, we yet were fore’d to ftay at his 
Houfe, and a Moment after, my two Schnaphans took me 


into the Garret ; threw me a Trufs of Straw, and bid me

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be eafy ; they added, they would be upon the Watch, 
and go in fearch of our Comrades, 

After having been kept awake two Nights, I wanted to 
take a little Sleep, but that was not poffible ; and findino my 
Bedi very hatd, I rofe up, and look’d thro’ a fmall Window, 
whence I faw about twenty Paces from me, two My/co- 
vites looking after theit Horfes which fed in the Meadow. 
An Officer was Wewaicy up and down, and a Company of 
fix Coffacks pafs'd within a hundred Paces of me. "This 
difagréeable Object made me retire again to my T'rufs of 
Straw, to reflect on what Methods £ could eftape from 
fuch a Blockade, not knowing that it was ftill clofer than I 
imagined ; for the Landlady came and bid me not to make 
the leaft Noife, there being five Se asc at Breakfatt in 
her Houft. Upon thefe Orders, I lay ftill ; and during 
the two Hours they ftay’d there, L overheard, from my 
Garret, all their Difcourfe, which ran upon the Siege of 
Dantzick. After they were gone, the Landlady, who 
probably reflected, by my being thraft into the Garret, 
that there was fome Myftery in -all this; came again to 
me, and ask’d me very frankly, whence.I came, and who 
I was; faying, that fhe knew very well by the German I 
fpoke, that I was not of this Country; and faw by my 
Face that I was not a Peafant. IF let her believe whar- 
ever fhe pleas'd ; but was ftartled when the told me her 
Houfe was in danger ; and that, fhould the ne a Se find 
me in it, they would burn her alive. I apprehended from 
thefe Words, fhe would turn me out; however, I did 
what I could to remove hér Fears, and defired her not to 
difturb me, | 

"Twas on Tuefday the 29th, when being alone in this 
Gartet, and féparated from General cg re I fuffered 
a very ctuel kind of Torture, which is, the not being able 
to act when we are moft inclined toit; and the being 
forced to ftand with our Arms acrofs, in expeCtation of the 
moft difmal Accidents. This unaétive State fuggefted to 
me yery gloomy Reflections; in the midft of which 
two occurr’d, that gave me real Confolation. Firft, that 
God had deprived mie of General Steenflieth, the only 
Man who could affit me, purpofely to make me cohfide 
in himfelf alone; and, fecondly, that twas vifible a diyine 
Providence fuperintends all Things. At my retiring from 
Dantzick, the Ambaffador had given us two hundred Du- 


cats; one hundred to Steenflieth, and as many to vr 
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As foon as we fet out, as I am not us’d to carry Money 
about me, and finding it heavy, I refolved to eafe myfelf 
of it, and give it Stecafieth to keep. Yet, notwithftand- 
ing the ftrong Inclination I had to do this, it fo happened, 
(I don’t know how) that I delayed giving it him: After we 
were feparated, I confidered what a Condition [| thould 
have been in not to have had a Penny about. me: This 
Reflection pleas’d me, and made me believe that Proyi- 
dence took care of me. 

Gait tired of my prefent Situation, I came down, to 
get fome Intelligence from my Guides. Thefe told me, 
that they knew General] Steenfijeth was not abovea quarter 
of a League off ; and would come up with us that ver 
Night at the Paflage of the Vifulz ; that the Vedelin or 
Boat, was ready to carry us over; but that as the Wind 
blew very hard, they did not know whether it would be 
fate tor us tocrofs, the Vedelin being but fmall. I told 
them, that we had no Time for debating ; and that as we 
could not run a greater Hazard than in itaying where we 
were, we muff abfolutely crofs the /ifula at all Adven- 
tures. 

This being refolved, the Moment it grew darkih, 
we ftept into the Boat, and left ic a quarter of a League 
further, at the Extremity of the Floods. We then walk- 
ed a full League to the Viftula ; and it being a Morafs, we 
were, the greateft part of the Way, up to the Kaees in 
Mud. When we got to the Dike, one of my Schnaphans 
bid me ftay there with his Comrade; telling me, that, in 
the mean time, he would go a quarter of a League far- 
ther, and fee whether the Boat was at the Place he had 
ordered. We waited for hima full Hour, when he at 
laft returned to tell us, that he had not found the Boat, 
and that the Muz/Cowvites muft haye carried it off. What 
could we do? nothing but return to the Place we came from, 
Accordingly, we walk’d another League back, and at laff 
got to a Houfe, the Landlord of which appear’d a dif- 
creet, active, refolute Man. He engaged to get me con- 
veyed over the /fula, and was as good as his word ; hiding 
me in his Garret, he went to look for a Boat, and to en- 
quire whether we might crofs the River with fafety. 

On Ji'edne/day the 30th, not being able to cet a wink 0 
Sleep, as I was ftanding at my Garret Window, I had the 
latisfaction to fee our chiet Guide, who had wandered 
with General SicenZieth, com2 into the Houfe. f immed 
ately 
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ately enguired after my Friend; our Guide anfwered, that 
they came the Night before to the Rendezvous atthe Paflage 
of the Fifula, where the C jacks had met them on the 
Dike ; that -he himfelf had run away, but as tor General 
Steenflreth, he did know what was become of him ; I con- 
cluded, I had quite loft him; butI behaved with Courage 
under this new Difappointment, reflecting, that fince I 
was abandoned in this manner, it would be neceffary for 
me to poffefs the utmoft Prefence of Mind, and not give 
way to my ill Fortune. As I was thus ftruggling with 
myfeli, my Landlord came about Five in the Evening, 
and told us, that he had met with the Boat of a Fisherman, 
at whofe Houfe two Mu/covites lodged ; but that there 
would be no getting to it, becaufe of the Number of Co/- 


facks who were itrageling up and down, fometo look after 


their Horfes that were at rafture, and fome ia fearch of 
me; my withdrawing from Daatzick being now no longer 
a Secret ; and that they had feijzed all fuch Peafants as 
were about my ge and Stature. 


Pofhibility of efcaping. I held a Council with my 
Peafants, the Refult was, that we fhould ftay that N’ghr, 
and the next Day, in the fame Place, which accordingly 
We did.

Pctfdam,on the Day mentioned in our laft. Daring the Feafis 
which were given. on this Occafion, his Majefty had a 
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Table of twelve Difhes ferv’d up in his Bed-Chamber. 
On the Day after the Ceremony, the Queen appear’d in 
Publick, at his Majetty’s Requeft, and din’d at a Table with 
the Prince Royal, and the other Princes and Princeffes of 
the Blood. The Prince Royal has taken upon him the 
Difpatch of all Affairs relating to the common Forms of 
GJoyernment ; but nicer Matters of State are {till concert- 
ed in his Majefty’s Prefence ; as likewife is the Manage- 
ment of the Army and Treafury.

F TER fo many Marches and Countermarches of 
the oppofite Parties in Poland, we hear there hasat 
J.ength been an Action ; and that a Detachment of 7000 
Ruffians being fent to Peterkau, to fecure a free Debate 
at the Tribunal held there, met the Haywood of Lubin, 
within two Leagues of that Place, with 3000 Horfe, who 
was to be joined there by another Body of Horfe, of the 
fame Number, in order to break up the Affembly ; but 
that the Ru/ffians attacking the Haywood’s Party, before 
the other joined him, killed 800, took 300 Prifoners, and | 
difperied the Reft, and that the Haywood himfelf, being 
dangeroufly wounded, narrowly efcaped. 

The Friends of King Stentfiaus in Poland, tho’ very tu- 
merous, are not able to withitand the Veteran Troops of 
Raffia and Saxony, which over run-the whole Couatry, 
in too confiderable Bodies to be oppofed by the undifci- 
plined Poli/h Parties. They talk neverthelefs of forming 4 
new General Confederacy, in Favour of that unfortunate 
Prince at Niska, in the Palatinate of Sendomir, whither 
ieveral of the Lords and Gentlemen of his Party are al- 
ready gone. The Candidates for the Marfhal-Staff at 
this enfuing Confederacy, if the Ruffians fhould not pre- 
Vent its afflembling, are Count Potocki, Count Tarlo, the 
Staroft Infie/ski and Orofni Kermain Ozerowski. 

King Augufus’s heavy Baggage, is already arrived 2 
#larfew ; and his Majefty, in Perfon, with his whole 
Court, is daily expected there. 

Our Advices from Steckhe/m fay, it is hard to determine 
to which Side the Senate is inclined in the prefent Contra 
verfy in the North. The Jmperia/ and French Ambafla- 


dors continue their Sollicitations daily ; but th aie 
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Minifters carry it with fo even a Hand, that neither of 


them can forma Judgment whet they have to hope or to 
fear.. What Offers have been made on both Sides is like- 
wie a Secret ; but it is whifpered, that the Lmyperor has 
thrown an Electoral Cap into the Scale.

ey R Advices from Confantinople, by the Way of 
Venice, affure us, that notwithftanding fome of the 
Conditions, propofed by the Perfian General, Thamas 
Koult-Kan, asa Plan for an Accommodation between the 
two Hafern Powers, are pretty hard ; yet it is generally 
believed the Divan would be oblig’d to accept of ‘them, 
to quiet the Populace, who fhew their diflike of the Con- 
tinuation of the Perfian War, and threaten the Porte with 
a general Infurrection. ‘Thefe Uneafinefles have greatly 
increafed upon Advice, that the Perfiaws are advancing 
towards Erivaa, with an Army of 40000 Men. Some will 
have it, that this is done with the Knowledge and Confene 
of the Porte, they chufing rather to have the conquered 
Provinces taken from them in this Manner, without ma- 
king any Refiftance, which they pretend they are not in 
a Capacity of doing, than to give them up by a thameful 
‘Treaty. , 

On the other Hand, our Letters by the Way of Vienna 
fay, the TZurks and Perfians are more exafperated againft 
each other than ever ; and that the Chrif/ians have noe 
ching to fear from that Quarter.
